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WHAT IS SEXUAL
ABUSE AND SEXUAL
HARRASSMENT?

Sexual harassment is any repeated
derogatory or offensive verbal comments
or gestures of a sexual nature directed
towards youth in custody.

Sexual abuse is any sexual touching or
penetration of youth in custody by staff,
contractors or volunteers; or any such
non-consensual acts between youth.

Sexual contact or activity between
any staff, contractor or volunteer
and any youth in custody;
regardless of age, can NEVER be
consensual and is a crime.

Is sexual abuse a problem in juvenile
detention?

Studies show that 1 in 10 youth in juvenile
facilities report being sexually abused
while in detention. (BJS, 2012)

LGBTQ youth, youth with mental illness,
and survivors of previous sexual abuse
are most at risk. (BJS, 2012)

PRISON RAPE
ELIMINATION ACT
(PREA)

PREA is a federal law outlining
the responsibilities of Los Angeles
Probation Juvenile Halls and
Camps facilities staff and
volunteers to prevent, detect, and
respond to sexual abuse and
sexual harassment of youth. The
Department has Zero Tolerance
for sexual abuse and sexual
harassment.
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Any time you suspect a youth is being
sexually abused or sexually harassed,
or a youth tells you they have been
sexually abused or sexually harassed,
you must report it immediately to your
supervisor or any Probation staff.

HOW YOU CAN HELP

If you suspect a youth is being
sexually abused or sexually
harassed or a youth tells you that
they have been sexually abused or

sexually harassed:

e Take it seriously

e Provide support and validation

e Report to your supervisor or any
Probation staff immediately, it’s your
duty

¢ Refrain from talking openly about the
report to other volunteers or contractors

Possible signs of sexual abuse

include:
¢ Changes in mood or behavior
e Refusing to shower or leave bed
¢ Self-harming behaviors
¢ Having special knowledge about staff /
volunteers / contractors

while in our custody. You are an important part
of that commitment.
